Two of the reasons for this 
were a percentage of low-income students and 
a student mobility rate at more than twice the 
state average. 


The mobility rate shows the number of stu- 
dents moving in and out of the district. 
Because such moves interfere with the chil- 
dren’s education, a higher rate usually means 
they will not perform as well. 


‘The report card for the Madison School Dis- 
trict shows 1,227 students enrolled in the dis-

ctober, in many 

parts of the country, 

signals the end of 

the active gardening 

season, Up in the 
northern reaches of 
Minnesota, North Dakota 
and other snow belt states, 
lawn mowers have virtually 
gone into hibernation and 
people are getting their 
snowthrowers and 
snowmobiles ready for 
action. Missouri gardeners, 
however, haven't quite 
reached that stage. 


Many tender veggies can 
be picked. They'll keep if left 
in a cool place. Even 
unripened ones such as 
green tomatoes, can be 
harvested, as they'll 
continue to ripen if kept ina 
dark place or wrapped in 
newspaper. Some vegetable 
crops are frost tolerant, 
especially root crops 
Brussels sprouts actually 
improve in flavor if touched 
You should continue to by frost. 
mow your lawn as long as 
it's actively growing. Many 
people may be ready to give 
up on mowing for this 
season, but it's not a good 
idea. Long gr over the 
winter invites snow mold 
and other fungus problems. 
So don't stash the mower 
away for the winter until the 


lawn goes completely 
dormant. When mowing's 
finally finished, it’s the 


perfect time to give the 
mower a good once-over, 
especially if it was 
performing a little sluggish 
during the season. You'll 
have plenty of time to get it 
in shape. 


During your clean-up acti- 
vities, you'll probably end up 
with a fair-sized amount of 
debris. What's one to do 
with it all? Starting a 
compost pile makes a lot of 
sense, and it's an excellent 
time to do it. If the stuff is 
disease-free, it'll make a 
good, rich humus that pro- 
vides numerous benefits for 
your lawn and garden. 





You can also add organic 
matter such as coffee 
grounds and teabags. As you 
do, sprinkle manure, topsoil 
or garden fertilizer in layers 
over the materials to assure 
a steady supply of micro- 
organisms to keep the de- 
composition going. The pile 
should be moist, but not 
waterlogged. A concave- 
formed pile traps and 
absorbs rainwater in the 
pile. Turn the pile every few 
weeks with a shovel or 
spade to keep everything 
decomposing at the same 
rate 


Parsnips, rutabagas and 
other root crops can be left 
in the ground after fall frosts 
and harvested as needed. If 
you mulch them heavily to 
keep the soil from freezing, 
you can continue to harvest 
them through the winter. 


Continue to water new 
plantings, especially 
evergreens. right up to the 
time frost enters the ground. 


Think safety! When storing 
lawn and garden chemicals 
(or any other substances, for 
that matter), keep them in 
their original containers, 
well out of the reach of 
children. 


Jot down your gardening 
successes and any special 
problems you may have 
encountered. Keep these 
thoughts in a special 
gardening notebook for 
future reference. Or you 
could follow a tip sent to us 
last March from one of our 
readers ...use a portable 
tape recorder for the same 
purpose 


The first few frosts of the 
fall don't have to signal the 
end of vegetable harvests 
and flowering annual 
blooms. You can extend” 
their season. Pay close 
attention-to. weather reports 
and when-frost is predicted, 
cover these plants with 
paper bags, boxes or other 
coverings. Plants that you 
know will not be protected 
can be used to provide floral

My 20-something brother, 
Jake,—has_discovered_the 
joy of cooking. He and his 
new wife, Ali, especially 
enjoy Mediterranean cui- 
sine. Lured into the kitchen 
by a wedding-present cook- 
book, Jake playfully boasts 
Ali’s Greek Salad wilts in 
comparison to his shrimp 
and ita dish.
